In the first place, the actual work 
to be done presses so hard that we really cannot get 
up an anxiety as to who is to do it, any more than 
we should criticise the uniform of a fire-brigade 
man if he was wanted to put out our chimney. But 
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there are other reasons connected with the general 
character of the age which lead us to this conclu- 
sion, and are perhaps worth explaining in a few 
more words. 

The truth is, that now a-days ministers are more 
really ministerial, more really servants of the pub- 
lic, than ever. The action of the House on the 
Government, the action of the country itself on the 
House, is far closer and more direct: than used to 
be the case. Individual statesmen have not now 
each their marked policies to the degree they used 
to have, but altogether virtually execute a certain 
general kind of policy, which originates as much 
out of the House as in it. ‘The press of the country 
has a vast deal to do with this supersedence of in- 
dividual influence; so, again, has the increased po- 
litical action in the towns caused by the Reform 
Bill, and kept alive by the said press stimulus. 
Railways contribute to the result: they bring the 
boroughs into the lobbies, and keep the members 
en rapport with the most active of their constituents,

MAJOR HODSON. 

Mason W. S. Hopsos, whose death we all deplore, w 
of the late Venerable George Hodson, Avehdeacon of Stauterd. Born 
in 1821, he was educated at Ruehy and Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he took his B.A, degree in 1S! In the tollowing year he went 
out to Bengal as a eadet in’ the Company's servier, amd joaed the army 
in lime to take part in the eampain eon the Sutley. Te was present at 
the battles of Moodkce, Ferozeshah (where he was wounded), and 
Sobraon (where he was in wounded). tle wits cquently 
appointed Assistant to the Resident at Lahore (sir H. Lawrenes), and 
put in charge of the Rechnab Doah. Tn this capacity, with the eome- 
mand of a detachment of the corps of Guides, he took part im the 
operations under General Wheeler in ISi8-49. By a suceesstul rise, 
he made himself master of the treasure fort of Govindghur, and took 
possession of he celebrated Koh-i-Nour divuend. Inthe same 
campaign he deveated the insurgents at Gumrotah, His serviews on Uhis 
occasion were thus acknowledged by the Governor-General of India :— 
“T aim directed to request that you will convey tu Lieutenant Hedson 
the strong expression of the Governor-Goeneral’s satistuetion with his 
conduct, and with the mode in whieh he discharges whatever duty is 
intrusted to him. The Governor-General has had frequent occasions 
of noticing the activity, energy, and intelligence of his procvedinas, and 
he has added to the exercise of the same qualities on this occasion an 
exhibition of personal gallantry which the Governor-General Las much 
pleasure in recording and applauding, althouch Licutenant Hodson has 
modestly refrained from bringing it to notice himself. The Governor- 
General offers to Lieutenant Hodson his best thanks for these services.” 

Lieutenant Hodson was present with the army of the Punjab at the 
action of Goojerat, 1819. fh 1852-3, as commandant of the corps of 
Guides, he served in the expedition under Colonel Mackeson ayainst the 
Hussimzai tribes. In 1853, he commanded his corps in the attack on 
the Aftreedies. on the heights above Baree. On this oeeasion, the 
general in command wrote as follows in his despatches :-— "To the ad- 
mirable conduct of Lieutenant Hodson in reeonnoitring, in the skilful 
disposition of his men, and the daring gallantry with whieh he led his 
fine corps in every advance, most of our suecess is due,” 

On the outbreak of the mutiny, Licutenant Hodson was ordered to 
advance with his regiment (Ist Bengal European Fusiliers) for the re- 
capture of Delhi, and was alinost immediately appointed by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief Assistant - Quarter- Master-General and head of the 
Intelligence Department. He was at the same time commissioned to 
raise a regiment of irresular cavalry, to be called * Hedson'’s Horse.” 
Though incessantly engaged in his duties before Delhi, he was able, by 
his acquaintance with the Sikhs. to bring into the field within three 
months a body of horse, which has since acquired an Kuropean reputa- 
tion. With them (to adopt the words of the ‘ Bombay Gazette’’) 
he did good service during the siege in scouring the country outside of 
Delhi, especially on the Rhotuck road, where dowrs or voids were con- 
stantly made to harass the rebels. In these raids, Lieutenant Hodson 
was almost invariably successful, alihough he sometimes placed his own 
salety im serious peril, as when he started in August in advanee of 
Brigadier Nicholson, and was surr-inded ina serai, where he held his 
own until relieved by the defeat of the rebels at the battle of Najul tur. 

Tt was Hodson who went out after the assault of Delhi, and tr 
tained that the rebel camp south of the town had been evacuated. We 
need searcely remind our readers of his daring feat in taking the two 
sons of the King of Delhi out of the tomb of Humayoon, and sending 
them off under escort, whilst he with seventy men disarmed the rebels 
ussembled in that edifice; of his sogacity in foreing the princes in‘o the 
carriage after he discovered that they had been rescued, well no wi 
that by dealing with them at onee, and shooting them in the earri 
he could remove their bodies in the midst of the confusion aru! tre: 
caused by his daring act; whereas, had he shot them or 
his small band might have been annihilated during the ti 
for removing the bodies from the ground. ‘lo Hodson alsa we owe the 
capture of the King of Delhi at the Kootab, and since then many a 
dashing feat of horsemanship and military daring in the Dow) and at 
Lucknow. . i 

The loss sustained by his death is very great, and the ebsence of so 
daring and active an officer, at a moment when rapid movements of 
cavalry are necessary to cut 0 bands of rebels flying from Lucknow, 
will be severely felt.

college of Khai-Fang, the chief town in t 
province, The mandarin governor of Ho- 
Nan’s attention was directed to me, and he 
chose me as his secretary I'wo years later 
he was summoned to the capital, and took me 
with him. During my sojourn at Pekin, I 
acquired the degree of rate of the second 
and of the first class. My patron died, but L 
had been noticed by the head of the Nuyko, 
in whose hands also rested the direction of 
the Emperor's ‘Cabinet,’ and attained the 
post of Vice-President of the Hing-Pou, or 
Tribunal of Punishments. [ won no small 
distinction in the discharge of the duties of 
this office, and in two missions which I was 
juently entrust Iwith, L had the! -nour 
of being noticed by the sublime Sovereign who 
rules over us. Finally, in 1847, T was asso- 
ciated with the very worthy and much-regretted 
flouang-Nyang-‘Toung, who was invested

with the government of Canton. The coun 

try was then a prey to a terrible insurrection, 
which it was necessary to suppress. The in 

urgents burnt towns and villages, and slaugh- 
tered the inhabitants by thousand It was 
necessary to stop them. The Viceroy Sin, 
with whom we were, gave no quarter to the 


rebels, and was thus enabled to keep the in- 
surrection within due bounds. He died in 
1853, and I succeeded to him. I followed his 
example, and the rebellion gradually gave 
way.” 

Polite exception being taken to the cruelties 
which he practised against the rebels, he 
said : 

‘Tear me. One of the rebel chiefs was in 
the habit of having all the prisoners he took 
from us sawn between two planks. I in- 
formed him that I would use reprisals, and 
have his people put to death in the same way; 
but he had previously had not less than 6,000 
men, many of them oflicers, sawn between 
two planks.’’

Tue London Docks constitute 
as perfect a microcosm as London 
itself.
